and biting as a bitch whelpe : that time the 
beate ofthe Sunne, and of the ſtarre, is ſo 
fernent and violent, that mens bodyes at 
midnight ſweat as at mid-day, and ſwelleth 
lightly , bloweth and bzenneth : and if they 
then be hurt, they be moꝛe ſicke then at any 
other time, very neere dead. In theſe daies 
all venomous ſerpents, creepe, flie, and gen 
der, and ſo they ouerſet hugely the aire in ſ&- 
ding ok their kind; ſo that many men are dead 
thereby.

ſickneſſes. 

In the mouth in the gummes biene foure 
veines, that is to ſay, two aboue and two be⸗ 
neath, the which bene letten bloud fo2 chau⸗ 
ing and canker in the mouth, « foz tathach. 

Betweene the lippe and the chin is a veine 
that is letten bloud to giue amendment vn⸗ 
to them that haue an euill bꝛeath. 


In each arme bene foure beines, of the 


whichthe veine of the head 1 
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lecond next is from the heart, the third is ot 
the liuer, and the fourth is from the milt, o⸗ 
therwiſe called the low liuer veyne, 

Che veyne of the head taken in the arme, 
ought to bled fo2 to take away the great res 
pletion andabundance of blood that may an⸗ 
noy the head, the eyen and the bꝛaine, and a⸗ 
uaileth greatly foz changeable heates, and 
ſwelling faces and red, and foz diners other 
ſickneſſes that may fal and come by great a⸗ 
bundance of bloud. 

The veine ofthe milt, other wiſe called the 
low veine, ſhould blerde againſt Feuer Ter- 
tians and Nuartaines, and in it ought to be 
made a wide and a leſſe deepe wound then in 
any other veine,fo2 feare of wind that it may 
gather, and foz a moze inconnenience, foz 
feare of a ſinew that is vnder it, that is cal⸗ 
led the Lezard. 

In each hand bin thꝛee veines, whereof 


that aboue the thumbe onght fo bled, to taue 


away the great heate of the viſage , and ſpz 
much thicke blond and humours that ben 
the head, and this veine delaieth moze then 
that ofthe arme. 

Betweenethelittle finger , and the leech 
finger,tis letting of bloud, that greafly auail⸗ 
eth againſt all Feuer Tertian, and —

The veyne that is vnder the Ankle of the 
foote without is named Sciot, of the which 
bleeding is much woꝛth againſt the paines of

Coen of the Circles of the Sphere, be pa- 
ralels, ſome be oblique, ſome others goe 
troſſe ouer the poles. The * paralel are thep 
that haue the ſame Poles as the wozld hath. 
And there be v. paralel circles. The Artick, 
the Eſtiual tropicke, the Equinocial. The 
Artictick circle is euen the greateff of al thoſe 
circles, that we haue continualy in ſight, he 
fcarcely toucheth the Hoꝛizon in one poynt, 
and is altogether pꝛeuented aboue the earth. 
And all the ſtars that are included in this 
circle, neither riſe noꝛ ſet, but a man ſhal ef- 
pie them al the night long kepe their coarſe 
round about the Pole. And that Circle in our 
habitation is d2awne of the further foofe of 
Urſa maioꝛ. The Eſtiual circle, moft nozth- 
ward of all the circles that bee made of the 
Sunne, whome when the ſunne remoneth in⸗ 
to, he returneth backe from his ſummers tir⸗ 
tuit, then is the longeſt day of al the peere, 
the ſhoꝛteſt night: and after this 9 re⸗ 
urne 
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turne, the Sunne ſhall not bee perteiued to 


pꝛogreſſe any further toward the Nozth, but 
rather to recople vnto the contrary parts of 
the woꝛld: wherefozein Greece this circle is 
called Fropicos:the Equinoaiall circle is the 
molt greateff of all the fine paralel circles, 
and is ſo parted by the Bo2tzon, that the one 
halfecircleis aboue the earth, the other halfe 
circle lieth hid vnder the Yo2izon. The Sun 
being in this circle cauſeth two Tqunodtals, 
one in the @p2ing time, and the other in har⸗ 
ueſt. The Bꝛumal tropike, is a cirtte, moſt 
South of all the circles , that by the mouing 
of the woꝛld be deſcribed of the Sun, which 
when the Sun is once entred into, he retur⸗ 
neth backe from his winters p:ogreſſe, then 
is the longeſt night, and the ſhoꝛteſt day in 
al the pere. And beyond this Winter marke, 
the Sun pꝛogreſleth neuer a white further, 
but goeth into the other coaffs of the Moꝛld. 
* Wherefoze this circle is alſo named Treui⸗ 

tos, as whoſay,returnable. The Antarticke 
circle, is equal in quantity and diſtance with 
the Articke circle, and toucheth the Yo2tzon 
in one poynt, and his courſe is altogether vn⸗ 
deoneath the earth, £ the ſfars that be placed 
in this, are alwayesinuiſible vnto vs. The 
greateſt ofal the ſaid circles is the * 
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all, and then the Tropikes, and the leaſt 


(A meane in our habitation) are the Articks: 
and theſs circles muſt be vnderſfood without 
bꝛeadth, and be reaſoned of acco2ding tothe 
fituation of the ſtars, and by the beholding of 
the Dioptra. And but ſuppoſed onely in our 
Foz their is no circle ſeene in 
all the heauen, but only Galaxias. As foz all 
the reſt, they be conceiued by Imagination. 


29. The reaſon why that hue paralel circles 
are onely in the ſpheare. 

Jue paralel circles alone, are wont to be 
deſcribed in the ſpheare, not becauſe there 

be no mo paralels then theſe in all the wo:ld. 
Foz the dun maketh euery day one para⸗ 
lel circle, equally diſtant to the Equinodial 
( which may wel bee perceiued) with the turs 
ning of the wozld : Jnſomach that 1 2 8. pas 
ralel circles are twice deſcribed of the Dun 
betweene the Tropikes, foꝛ ſo many dayes 
are within the two returnes, and al the ſtars 
are daily carried withal, round about in the 
paralel circles. Yowbeit euery one of them 
cannot be ſet out in the ſpheare. And though 
they be p2ofitable fo2 diners things in Aﬀros 
logie, pet it is impoſſible that the Starres 
map be deſcribed in the ſpheare, without all 
| the 
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the paralel circles, 02 that the magnitude on | 


dayes and nights may be p2eciſely found out 
without the ſame parallels. But in as much 
as they bee not deemed to be ſo neceſſary foz 
the firſt introduction of aſtrologie, they are 
left out of the ſpheare. But the v. paralel cir⸗ 
tles, fo2 certainefpecial inſtructions are ex⸗ 
hibite. The Articke circle ſeuereth the ſtars 
which wee euer (ce. the Eſtiual tropike con⸗ 
taineth the going backe of the Sunne and it 
is the furrhermoſt part of the pzogreſſe into 
the Poꝛth. And the Equinoctial circle con- 
tayneth the Equinocials. And the Bzumal 
tropike is the furthermoſt poynt of the way 
ol the ſunne toward the South, and is enen 


the mark of the winter returne. The Antar⸗ | 


tike circle determineth the ſtarrs, whom wee 
cannot ſee. And ſo ſeeing that they are very 
expedient foꝛ the introduction into Aſtrology, 
they be? right wozthie fo take roome in the 

ſpheare.

S. lames day befoꝛe non 
betokeneth the winter time befoꝛe Chꝛiſtmas 
and after none, it betokeneth the time after 
Cꝛiſtmas. If it be ſo that the Sun do ſhine on 
S. lames dap, it is a token of cold weather: but 


it it rain theron, it is a token of warm & moiſt 


weather. But if it be bet werne both, that is a 
token of neither too warme noꝛ yet to cold.

tem, when the mone is new changed, what

If it raineth in the nert 
month after the New Mone, then ſhall it

9. The ſaying of Silynus and Petrus, 

If the Sun haue in the mo2ning vnder him 
troublſome clouds, then ſhall ye haue rayne x 
much tempeſt of weather; iſ the clouds be tro⸗ 
bled in the moꝛning early + blacke, then ſhall 
there blow a ſtrong Poꝛth⸗ winde. If the ſun 
t the element be red in the mozning, it beto- 
keneth rainy weather. If it be red in the eue⸗ 
ning, it is a token that the next day ſhall bes 
faire weather. 


10. The circles about the Sunne, Moone, 
and other Starres. 


Vido Bonatus ſpeaketh on this wiſe, we 

ſhal mark the circles whith be ſometime 
about the Sun, and about the mone, whether 
they be one o2 moe, t if there be but one, that 
being cleereand not long enduring, 4 quickly 


_ baniſhed,it betokeneth a faire and cleer wea⸗ 


ther following, and a goodanda cleere aire. 
And when there be many circls,it betokenefth 
wind. If they be of colour red. cleer in many 

parts, then it betokenth trouble in the aire. 
nd if they bee gray, darke, and of earthy 
colour, then it betokeneth trouble in the aye, 
though cold x wind : And it bꝛingeth in the 
win⸗

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winter time ſnow, in the ſummer time rain. 

When they be blacke it betokeneth in ths 
winter wind and ſnow,and in ſummer raine 
and when they be many, then do the ſame the 
moꝛe increaſe. 

I I, The colours and lights of the other ſtars, 

When the ſtars giue great light, it beto⸗ 
keneth wind from the ſame parts wher thoſe 
lights be ſeene. 

When the ſtars be miſty x darke as though 
they ſhined thozow a miff, and that at the 
fame time there be no clouds in the element, 
if isa token of trouble in the alre, and much 
raine oꝛ ſnow, after the time of the peere. 

And when they be cle&re and red, they iudg 
it to be windy, 

Likewiſe if thou ſeeſt the common ffarres 
thick, dark, and of courſe ſight, it betokeneth 
alwaies change of weather. 

If thou in clere weather ſeeſt the ſtars ſhot 
e fall downe to the earth, that is a token that

When the dun ariſeth clere and faire, it is 

à token of a faire day. 

When the Sun ariſeth , and hath obout 
him red clouds, it is a token that it will raine 
that day. 

When there be clouds in the D21ent , ſo 
that the @un cannot ſhine thozow them at 
his ariſing, it is then a token of raine. 

When the kuglen is in the ring of the 
Dun, it betokeneth a ſharpe wind, and in the 
going downe of the Sun, faire weather. 

When there bee clouds about the Sun 
when hee riſeth, the lee that the Sun doth 
ſhine, the moze redder be the clouds. 

When at the riiſing ofthe Sin, there pꝛo⸗ 
cdeth a long ſhining, it betokeneth raine. 

When afoze the riſing of the Sun the ſhine 


doth appeare, it betokeneth water and wind. 


When the Sun in the riſing is darke, either 
hid vader a cloud, it betokeneth raine. 

When the @un is cleere, and that he giueth 
light from the middle part againſt the riſing a 
bout midnight that betokeneth raine x wind. 

When long ſhining beames goe befo2e the 
Dun, it betokeneth a dead and ſtrong winde 


from thoſe parts that the beames doe ſhine. 


When by the occident at night ther is a ſhi⸗

When the Circle that is round about the 
Dun, in the riſing 02 going downe thereof, is 
in many ſund2ycolours,02 elſe asredasfire, 
o2 elſe that the light of the Dun doth faile,o2 
that the colour be ſetled either that the clouds 
ſtand thereby, and that the Sun beams be ve- 
ry long, it ſigniũeth a ſtrong wind to come 
from thoſe parts.

Item, when thou ſeeſt in the mozning a 
Rain-bow,tt betokeneth raine the ſame day, 
and there ſhall be a great boiſterous ſtoʒme. 

Item, when the Rain-bow doth appeare a- 
bout 3 oz 4 of the clocke at after none, it be⸗ 
keneth faire weather, and there thall bee a⸗ 
gainſt it a ſtrong dew. 

Item when there doth a Rain-bow appeare 
about noone, it betokeneth much water. 

Item, when the Rain-bow doth appeare a⸗ 
bout the going downe ofthe Dun, then doth it 
foꝛ the moſt part thunder and raitie. 

Atem, when it appeareth in the Oꝛient, then 


tolloweth faire weather; 


Atem, when the rain-bow appeareth in boi⸗ 
ſterous weather,in the noꝛth it tokeneth faire 
weather e cleere. And contratiwiſe, when he 
appearethand is ſcene with aclere Summer 
weather in the Weff,o2 at none, it followeth 
rain. Haly ſaith,when the rain-bow appeares

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Of Thunder and Lightning. 

Then in the time of winter, the Sun is in 
Capricornus x Aquarius, eſpecially from Lu- 
cy, vntil the 10 dayof lamary,tif the thunder 
be heard, then ſhall it be from the beginning 
of the lightning th:oughout the whole vere, 
moꝛe windy then any other peere is. 

When in ſummer it thundꝛeth moꝛe then 
it lightneth,it is a fign of wind that ſhall come 
from thc ſame place whence thethunder com- 
meth: but ifther be ſen moze lightning then 
is heard of thunder, then ſhall the wind come 
from the place whers the lightning is ſcene. 

If it thunder leſſc then lichten,that is a tos 
kenofraine wtth faire 4 cleere weather e ſhal 
both thunder and lighten, oz elſe thunder and 
lighten ont of all foure quarters; but mara if 
it come only from the Eaſt part, there ſhal be 
_— day raine from the Nozth,and wind. 


And when it thundꝛeth early, it betokeneth 


both wind x raine to tome from the mid-day. 


16. To know the weather by the 4. quarters 
of the yeere, as ſheweth Leichtenberger. 
What weather there ſhal be on the day that 
the Mun enters info Aries, and in the next day 
after, cheir operation ſhal be fo2 the moſt part 
dau — the ogg in September, October. and

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Item, Aries woꝛketh the one day when the 
Sun goeth into Leo, and the next dap afoꝛe x 
after, and ſo ſhall be the winter, ſpetially De- 
cember, Ianuary, 2 February; fo2 the winter 
giueth him wholy,and leaneth on the Nozth, 
that is to ſay, from the nud⸗night which is the 
Orient Eaſt, i that time ſhall be dꝛy, and then 
ſhall be great froſt x cold. But it it come in 
South Auſtro, which is of the midday, either 
weft Occident, then that time ſhal be moiſt x 
but little yce. Af the weather be dy after the 
moiſtneſſe, ſo ſhall the winter be vnſtable. 

On that day that the Dun goeth into Libra, 
markethe weather the next day afoze zt, and 
the next day after it. | 

And when the weather is giuen to lightning 
moze in March, Aprill, May, then mark that 
alſo. oz as the weather is on thoſe daies that 
tome next after,and afoꝛe, when ihe Sun ens 
treth into Aquarius, ſo ſhall it bee in the mot 
part of the ſummer, lune, Iuly, Auguſt. 

Jn them many wiſe men doe conclude how 
the weather ſhall be all the time that the dun 
is from Libra to Scorpio, euen to the 20. des 
gre,that is, that from the 1 4.day of Septem⸗ 
ber, vnto Alhallowes day, and commonly it 
tall be likewiſe in the veere following. And 


this time is reckoned among the twelue mo- 


neths, ſo that foure daies are reckoned foz a 
month, 5 euery day betokeneth a quarter ofa 
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Moue which is ſeuen dapes, and Nouember 
is reckoned foꝛ the firſt moneth, 
17. How to know the weather out of the 
new and full moones. 

On the third day befoꝛe che new and full 
mone, mark well the mone,when there go⸗ 
eth o2 pꝛoctedeth from her a clere light ſhin⸗ 
ing, it betokeneth faire weather, g alſo windy 
and if the mone be blacke oꝛ darke, it is a to⸗ 
ken of cold aire and rainy. 

When there is a faire and clere circle by 
the moone,and that being ſharpe and bught, 
it betokeneth a faire and cleere aire, & if there 
be tiwo oꝛ thꝛe rings about the mone ,it beto- 
keneth acold winter aire. 

When there is darknefle about it, it is a to- 
ken of winterly aire, which cometh though 
ffrong winds. And if it be black about it, then 
it is a token of ſuch like weather alſo. 

When the mon ariſeth and ſhineth faire, if 
betokeneth faire weather: red, wind, blacke, 
raine. 

Likewiſe as the weather is on the third day 
after the new and full mon, ſo ſhall the wea⸗ 
ther be ten dayes after moſt commonly. 

A ſuvvaine x haſty raine, commeth alwaies 
from the winde that went befo2e.
